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‘PROPHETIC. PYRAMID 1 FORTHER ‘CONSIDERED. 


Ix the tat of the STar, we ‘upon thisological 
symbology of the Great Prophetic Pyramid of Upper Egypt, We mentioned 
the important discovery, in that connection, recently made by Prof. O. Pratt, 
in relation to the date April 6th, 1830, and the year 1891, the latter a 
according to the calculation, occurring at ‘the great solid wall, at the southern 
. extremity of the plane of the Great Step. In this wall there is a very low 
passage, only'44 inches high and 52 inches long. Various are the speculatians 
that have’ been ‘advanced as to the probable meaning of this part of the theo- 
Togical symbolism. Owing to the sudden contraction of thé space, and the 
eonsequent difficulty of ingress to the apartments beyond, combined with the 
‘solid :miass ‘of wall, it is generally’ considered to signify some great and ‘ very 
gerieral ‘troubles. “This would agree with the prophetic intimation of | the 
Prophet Joseph in relation to 1891, which probably had reference to. the 
arrival of the “fullness of the times:of the Gentiles,” when the Gospel would 
be'taken from them, and the Lord would turn unto the House of Israel. 
Fhe analogy of the symbolism séenis to demand such an interpretation ; for, 
it ‘will'be remembered ‘that. the. passage believed to imply the separation of | 
the, Hebrew race, from the time of the exodns from Egypt till the: birth of 
Christ, was, also low, 53 inches’ in: height.

-verance of the children of Israel will sink’ into insignificance, compared with 
‘that of the latter-day restoration. ‘(See Jer. xvi, 14, 18.)' ‘These plain scrip- 
tural propheciés are irreconcilable with the sectarian, so-called Christian, error 
that, the canon of Scripture being full, the days of revelation have ceased and 
thé heayens shall be impenetrable, as if a barrier of brass intervened between 
them and the earth’s inhabitants. 

‘The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, founded upon the endur-- 
‘ing rock of revelation, was organized on the 6th of April, 1830, and from then 
till now the elders, clothed upon ‘with the authority of the Holy Priesthood, 
have been-traveling among the ‘nations: of the. earth, crying repentance unto 
this generation.

When that com- 
mandment shall be given, it will be a sorry day for the Gentiles, for the Lord 
will visit them “with vengeance and fury poured out.”
